Your action in this regard is deserving 
of praise and your committee has 
an opportunity to do much good in 
helping to meet and solve these acute 
problems. However, I am deeply dis- 
appointed that you did not sec fit 
to appoint a Hempstead county man 
on your committee, or at least to 
include thereon a representative from 
this section of the state who is fa- 
miliar with the problems growing 
out of the construction of the South- 
west Proving Ground being built near 
Hope. The men you named are fine 
men but many of them come from 
areas where no defense activities are 
in progress.

Merchants Ask 
Proving Ground! 
Payroll Be Cash 


Assert Banks 
Refuse to Extend 
Banking Hours 
on Payday 


The prospect of a $100,000-a-week 


payroll on the Southwestern Proving 
Ground construction work caused a 
flareup between Hope's downtown 
merchants and the local banks Tues- 
day. 


Merchants reported that conferences 


with both local banks in an effort to 
have them lengthen banking hours 
on the weekly payday in order to cash 
payroll checks, produced no results. 


The banks told the merchants that 


the Wage & Hour law, additional jn^ 
surance charges, and the cost of extra 
guards, would make the cost of an 
extension of the banking hours pio- 
hibitive. 


The Merchant's Case 


The merchants in giving their side 


of the case said that with the banks 
now closing at 2 o'clock in the afte.-- 
noon it was obvious a great slice of 
the $100,000 in weekly payroll checks 
would fall to the stores for cashing. 
Hope stores can't handle it, the mer- 
chants said. 


The stores began circulating a pe- 


tition late Tuesday asking the Prov- 
ing Ground contractor to pay off in 
cash instead of checks.

Now Iceland. By autumn, one of 


two things will have happened. Either 
the Nazis will have beaten the Rus- 
sian army, or they will be deeply 
involved in a winter campaign in 
central Russia. We're not 
guessing 


which. 


In the first case, the whole Ger- 


man might may well be turned to 
desperate all-out assault on Britain, 
probably before winter. In the se- 
cond case, a redoubled campaign in 
the Atlantic will be almost certain, 
in desperate need to stop the aid to 
Britain which would by then be a 
vital factor. 


Note that it is the Navy which is 


taking over Iceland from the Bri- 
tish. That means a naval station some- 
where in Icelandic waters, which are 
almost ice-free all the year around. 
That, in turn, means another and 
advanced link in the chain U. S. east 
coast-Newfoundland '- Gjfeenland-Icc- 
Iceland-north England. That 
is the 


vital supply line that the 
United 


States has undertaken to keep clear, 
which must be kept clear if Eng- 
and is not to be forced ugainst her 
vill into a peace as dangerous to the 
Jnited States as degrading to hcr- 
;elf. 


The occupation of Iceland is obvious- 


y a step taken not for the present, 
jut for the near future. Iceland lies 
squarely within what the Germans 
lave proclaimed to be a war zone, 
3ut in a part of that zone which the 
Jnited States has determined is vital 
o its own protection. 
From steps like this there can be 


no drawing back. They must be made 
o stick, and stick firmly.

ance, and the cost of special guards. 


All this is even more true of the 


merchants group of Hope. The pay- 
roll demand of your project—or that 
part of it which will fall upon us after 
regular banking hours—is all out of 
proportion to our resources as store- 
keepers in a town of 7,500. 


We want to give good public ser- 


vice. But we can not do it without 
help. 


And therefore we respectfully re- 


quest that your company entertain our 
petition, and meet with us personally, 
to assure that this vast weekly pay- 
roll will be made in cash.

Roosevelt Tuesday asked congress for 
legislation to provide daylight saving 


the coining maneuvers are requested 
to contact the U. S. Army Land Board 
in the Hempstead county courthouse.

Loss of Maneuvers 
HDQS Makes No 
Difference 


Despite the moving of the State 


Board of Health maneuver offices 
the courthouse here to Prescott _.. 
extensive health campaign, which has 
been in progress for the past two 
weeks, will continue here, it was 
learned Tuesday. 


Dr. K. T. Mosley, medical director 


for the whole maneuver area, Dr' R. 
E. Weddington, medical director for 
Hempstead and Nevada counties, S. 
L. Davies, sanitary engineer for the 
whole maneuver area and Miss Ger- 
trude Craddock, consultant nurse for 
the maneuver area, will move their 
headquarters to Prescott Tuesday A 
sub-health office will be maintained 
here. 


An extensive campaign requiring all 


suspicious women and known prosti- 
tutes to take a medical examination 
for venereal diseases will continue, 
health authorities said Tuesday. 


Records show that more than 20 


women have been arrested by slate, 
local, and county police officers and 
turned over to the health department 
for examination. The women are kept 
in jail pending outcome of the ex- 
amination, and if a venereal disease is 
found to exist they aro quarantined 
until cured. During the quarantine 
period the women are given special 
medical care. 


Some of the worse cases, it was 


learned, will be sent to Hot Springs 
for treatment. This move will take 
in all cities in the maneuvevr area. 


Examination of the women is under 


the direction of Dr. R. E, Wedding- 
ton, recently appointed to the state 
health department, which has been 
working in close contact with local 
health authorities. 


The local health unit also announc- 


ed Tuesday that all handlers of foods 
in tile city will have to pass a physical 
examination. 


Beginning immediately, only Grade 


A milk can be sold in Hope, the 
department announced. All milk and 
meat dealers must meet all require- 
ments of the city ordinance before 
they will he allowed to sell milk 
in Hope. 


All cafes and eating paces must 


also be inspected and those not meet- 
ing requirements will be put on the 
black list, it was said.

was accounted for, alive or dead. 


The night of the second day he got 


several tins of food and lots of bread 
from a darkened store. And then by 
the third day, moving slow, he was 
looking out over the North Sea. 


.On the outskirts of a fishing vil- 


lage he hid for four days and four 
nights. He watched the fishermen and 
the German sentries, who were guard- 
ing the waterfront where the fisher- 
men moved. He thought there would 
be some chance of stealing a fishing 
boat of some sort but they were 
under such constant surveillance that 
there was no chance. And if he had 
been able to reach one and put out 
to sea, the slow speed at which it 
traveled would have made him an easy 
target for an E-boat. 


A flotilla of E-boats, tied togeth- 


er made it all so difficult, Grimes 
ruminated, as he peered down from 
the low rise they call a hill in that 
particular section of Holland. Yet it 
was that flotila of E-boats that gave 
him his idea. For it was at the hem 
of an E-boat that he reached the 
English coast again. 


Escaped—in Nazi Disguise 


He had taken a chance, making him 


himself known to a Dutch boy dur- 
ing one hour of the third night there 
at the ocean front. But thai particu- 
lar Dutch boy proved 
a fortunate 


choice for he brought food. And on 
the fourth night he helped Freddie 
Grimes perfect the very simple plan 
for both to leave Holland. 


At two in the morning they stole 


down to the quay, and when the 
senlries had met and turned arounc 
and began their walk in opposite di- 
rections. Grimes and the Dutch boj 
ran barefooted to the last E-boat in 
thai lineup. 


There could have been somebody 


aboard bul there wasn't. The young 
German officers who run those boats 
were in the waterfront hotel which 
had been commandeered and 
the 


crews were in their barrack quar- 
ters. 


The Dutch boy went below deck to 


prime the engines. Like every young 
Dutch fisherman, he knew engines. 
In five minutes everything was set and 
then, wilh the boy still below, Fred- 
die Grimes cast off and slowly the 
boat began drifting. Then, suddenly, 
with a roar thai woke up the water- 
front Hie engines sprang to life—and 
Grimes was twisting the wheel and 
they were heading out to sea. Rifle, 
then machine gun bullets began spray- 
ing all around but the boat had dis- 
appeared in the night. 


Freddie Grimes played it smart to 


the last. About one mile from the Eng- 
lish coast line he stopped the boat 
and, floating slowly around in Ihe sea, 
he senl up the colored SAS lights he 
had found in the ship locker. Two 
British M. T. B.'s came uot quickly, 
then, to rescue the crew of what they 
thought would be a sinking E-boat. 


"Surprised" was no word to des- 


cribe the young captain of the Bri- 
tish rescue boat when he saw spring- 
ing across onto his own ship, a blond

Fear Japmtesc iVfay Ape 


Hitler 


Japan was not then much concerned 


about its oil supply because it could 
buy what it wanted from the United 
States. But the European war made 
the Japanese fear the American oil 
market might no longer be available 
to them. 


The Institute of the Pacific is a 


Japanese olitical organization. It pub- 
lishes a magazine called "Pacific." 


In November, 1939. this sheet de- 


manded more oil and other products 
from the Dutch East Indies. With sin- 
ister temphasis it also recalled the 
famous "New Order" speech of Prince 
Konoye in 1938. Many fear that the 
Japanese New Order is like the Hitler 
New Order. It means grabbing other 
people's property—if they can away 
with it. 


In April, 1940, Japan proclaimed it 


would "protect" the Indies from any 
nation seeking to take advantage of 
the war situation. Holland promptly 
thanked Japan, but said it would look 
after its own property. 


In May, 1940, Hitler ruthlessl ycon- 


qucred Holland. Japan again reaf- 
firmed the desire to maintain the 
status quo in the Dutch East Indies, 
when Germany expressed no special 
interest in the islands. Almost im- 
mediately thereafter the Tokyo Fo-- 
eign Office notified the Dutch Min- 
ister to Japan that it desirnd abroga- 
tion of the restrictions on Japanese 
exports, a guarantee of a minimum 
amount of supplies from the Indies 
and a conference *>n economic rela- 
tions. 


Tokyo named its mission. It was to 


be headed by General Kuniaki Koiso. 
Despite the fact that the Dutch liavn 
stood high as skillful and peaceful 
colonial managers, one of the gen- 


eral's first statements sounded like a 
familiar echo .from Berlin: 


"The East Indies ns a colony long 


have been oppressed and exploited. 
We cannot tolrente such a condition." 


Demands Got Their 


Dutch Up 


The government of the Dutch East 


Indies promptly said Koiso would be 
unacceptable. Therefore a new head 
was named for the mission. But even 
jefore it arrived at Batavia, Japanese 
ngents were demanding 2.000,000 tons 
)f crude oil annually. This was re- 
fused because of commitments to 
other buyers and also because it 
would deprive Indies refineries of raw 
naterial. 


In the fall of 1940, the Japanese mis- 


sion arrived in Batavia. They did not 
:alk economic relations. Their whole 
:alk 
was oil. They finally got an 


agreement that Royal Dutch Shell 
should sell them 1,040,000 tons of re- 
fined oil and 700,000 tons of crude. 


Then they demanded high octane 


gasoline, which they had reason to be- 
lieve the United States would no 
longer sell them. The Dutch showe'l 
contracts by which England was the 
purchaser of all the Indies product. 
After considerable propaganda agita- 
tion in the Japanese papers about al- 
leged anti-Japanese' sentiment in the 
Indies, Japan sent a new delegation 
to Batavia in December, 1940. 


It was headed by Kenkichi Yoshi- 


zawa, one-time Foreign Minister. He 
brought with him a formula very 
much like the one Hitler imposed up- 
on Rumania. 


Japan demanded oil concessions in 


Borneo, the right to explore the outer 
islands in search for possible valu- 
able resources, the grihV to exploit 
these with Japanese labor, the entry 
of a considerable number of doctors 
and dentists for the Japanese colony 
the right to participate in the devel- 
opment of air lines in the Indies and

So a few 
days ago they announced a break. 
They also left open what they would 
do about it. Japanese papers quoted 
Yoshizawa as saying "The choice be- 
fore us would see mto be either states- 
manship or physical force." 


And that is where the fine Ameri- 
an hand of Cordell Hull, Secretary 
f State, comes in. 
The Japanese 


ave already been warned by him 
f American interest in the Dutch East 
ndies. 
On April 17, 1940, Hull, with not a 
ittle sarcasm, said he noted with in- 
erest Japan's concern for mainten- 
nce of the status quo in the Dutch 
last Indies. He said those islands, 
tretching 3200 miles east and west, 
were very important in international 
elationships. America, among others, 
lepended substantially upon them for 
'Hal commodities. Then he fired this 
hell: 


'Intervention in the domestic affairs 


of the Netherlands Indies or any alter- 
ation of their status quo by other 
han peaceful 
processes 
would be 


prejudicial to the cause of stability, 
>eace and security, not only in the 
•egion of the Indies, but in the entire 
Pacific area." 


Hull Turns Thumbs Down 


He cited that America and Japan 


on November 30. 1908, exchanged notes 
directed to maintenance of the status 
quo in the Pacific. It was reaffirmed 
by 
America, 
Japan, 
Britain 
and 


France. They had signed a treaty re- 
lating to their insular possessions and 
dominions in the Pacific in December, 
1921. 
On February 4, 1922, they sent 


a note to Holland in which they de- 
clared their resolve to respect the 
rights of Holland in relation to its in- 
sular possessions in the Pacific. 


On May 11, 1940, Hull nailed this 


down by saying: 


'The American government assumes 


that each of the governments, which 
made commitments about the status 
quo in the Pacific, will continue to 
abide by those commitments." 


On a number of occasions Hull in- 


dicated America would not OK the 
proposed 
'New Order" concerning 


which Japanese politicians spoke so 
gibly. The last time was as recent 
as January 15, 1941, when he told the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives: 


"Previous experience and current 


developments indicate the proposed 
new order in the Pacific area means 
politically, domination by one coun- 
try. It means, economically, employ- 
ment of the resources of the area con- 
cerned for the benefit of that one 
country. It means, socially, the des- 
' truction of personal liberties and the 
reduction of conquered peoples to the 
role of inferiors."
